CO-OPERATION AND SERVICE. 


New Year’s Day seems an appropriate time 
to record our cordial appreciation for the 
support, personal :and financial, which its 
many friends in the trade have given the 
PuBLISHERS WEEKLY during the year past, 
and to express the hope that their result- 
ing business may be increased during 1916— 
a year which gives augury of an increase of 
prosperity over the depressed year of 1914 
and the bettering year 1915. And in our 
word of appreciation to the publishers, with- 
out whose co-operation our service to the 
retail trade would be impracticable, we feel 
sure the latter will join. 

This co-operation is not one of advertis- 
ing alone. We ask, for example, prompt in- 
formation from publishers as to books forth- 
coming and published, in the latter case pre- 
ferably through copies sent us for record, 
annotation or descriptive review either in ad- 
vance of or immediately after publication; 


or in the case of special editions, prompt in- | 
formation on the blanks for this purpose | 


which we are glad to supply on request. We 
particularly need accurate information as to 
Price, especially as this is not given authori- 
tatively on the copyright cards which we use, 
when they reach us early enough, for veri- 
fication of other information. As a rule we 
expect to receive and do receive from pub- 
lishers generally information which enables 
us to record books in the PustisHERs’ WEEK- 
LY simultaneously with their reception by the 
Copyright Office and in advance of the prep- 
aration of the copyright card. 

The bibliographical record of the PusiisH- 
ERS’ WEEKLY alone is maintained at a cost 
substantially exceeding its entire returns from 
subscriptions, and this without taking into

account the cost of any of its other features 
as a trade paper. The deficit on our bibli- 
ographical work and all other expenses have 
consequently to be made good from the ad- 
vertising patronage which a trade journal 
naturally commands, advertising based, of 
course, on pecuniary advantage. Those of 
our bibliographical publications which were 
solely of a reference nature and which there- 
fore could not ask or expect advertising, such 
as our original American Catalogue and suc- 
cessive volumes, had so often proved unre- 
munerative that we were finally obliged to 
cease their publication, especially when in 
later years the field of support became divided 
by the publications of our friends of the H. 
W. Wilson Company. The H. W. Wilson 
Company has been enabled to carry on this 
reference work largely because Mr. Wilson 
has worked out his scheme of publication on 
the ingenious plan of a service basis, charg- 
ing a price higher than we were ever able to, 
but still no more than adequate, to those 
larger libraries and booksellers which utilized 
his service largely, and a smaller price to the 
smaller libraries whose use of it and re- 
sources were alike limited. Mr. Wilson orig- 
inally devised this scheme, we believe, for his 
Readers’ Guide to Periodical Literature, 
which has now supplanted our publication of 
Poole’s Index (the latter never profitable) 
and after applying it later to his great United 
States Catalog, for which he asked what 
seemed the large price of $36.00 to the larger 
libraries, has recently announced his inten- 
tion of applying it to his Cumulative Book 
Index, which, after consultation with us, he 
has decided to publish nine times a year in- 
stead of six times as recently. 

Through the division of the bibliographical 
field thus made possible, we concentrate our 


| efforts on our weekly and monthly record of 
| new publications, and our other features as 


a trade journal, used by book dealers and libra- 
ries directly as a purchase list and therefore 
rendering advertising in them a profitable in- 
vestment, while the Wilson publications, 
which are essentially for reference purposes 
only, may be supported primarily on the ser- 
vice basis, which Mr. Wilson has ingeniously 
and justly worked out. 

The imprint editions of the Christmas Book- 
shelf, of the Educational List, and of other 
PuBLISHERS WEEKLY issues, and of the 
monthly Book Review, furnished to book- 
sellers at a price in most cases below the cost

of 1914, the list of bankruptcies in the retail | lishing Company of Cincinnati, and of the 


book-trade during 1915 shows a marked de- 
crease. The year shows thirty-nine failures 
(including eight cases in which compromises 
were effected), while the total of bankrupt- 
cies for 1914 reached fifty-eight. The un- 
settling effect of the European War is still 
evident, however, when comparison is made 
with 1913 with its twenty-three retail failures. 
Among the more prominent stores 
“went under” Guring the year are Rhode & 
Haskins in New York, the two Dearing stores 
in Louisville, the Reisman Bros. stores in 
Scranton and Wilkesbarre, Beebe & Phillips 
in New Haven, and the Morris Book Shop 
in Chicago. Among the firms which were

NEW YORK CITY A GREAT PUBLISH- 
ING CENTER. 


More than ever the magazine and book 
publishing business of the country, says The 
American Printer, is being concentrated in 
New York City, and the same holds true of 
printing of all kinds, bookbinding and similar 
lines. With this growth has come a pro- 
portionate increase in the industries closely 
allied to publishing and printing, as, for ex- 
ample, electrotyping, lithographing, engrav- 
ing, typefsunding, etc. : 

In 1909 New York City produced approxi- 
mately one-quarter of the entire output of the 
industry in the United States, surpassing all 
the states, except New York, not only in the 
industry as a whole, but in each of its 
branches. 
example, which ranks second after New York 
State, produced less than one-half of the 
product manufactured in New York City, 
being surpassed by almost one hundred mil- 
lion dollars. 

New York City not only has a large pro- 


portion of the total, but it also has a large | 


share of the big plants, as is indicated by the 
fact that while approximately one-tenth of the 
establishments of the United States are in 
‘New York, one-fifth of the capital of the 


The whole State of Illinois, for |

country so invested is to be found in that 
city. 

Considering book-printing and publishing 
or job printing or newspaper and periodical 
printing separately, the same enormous con- 


centration 1s evident. 


In 1909 New York published thirty-six per 
cent of the total average daily circulation of 
newspapers in the ten largest cities of the 
United States. This is far more than the 
corresponding figures for the publications of 
Chicago and Philadelphia combined. Such 
publications in New York are increasing fas- 
ter than in other cities, as is shown by the 
fact that the increase in the average com- 
bined circulation of these publications in New 
York between 1904 and 1909 was over 500,- 
000, while in Chicago it was 225,000, and in 
Philadelphia 127,000. 

The number of different monthly period- 
icals using the United States mails during 
1912 was 5466, of which 529, almost one-tenth 
of the total, entered the post offices of New 
York City. These are primarily the pro- 
ductions of the largest cities, and of New 


| York especially, as is shown by the fact that 


in 1909, forty-five per cent of the value of 
this product in the entire country was issued 
in that city. The enormous quantity of sec- 
ond-class matter distributed from New York 
City is indicative of the amount of printed 
matter which is published there. Its extent 
is well shown in a recent report of the Post- 
master-General. During the year ending June, 
1914, a total of 997,547,040 pounds of second- 
class matter was mailed in the United States. 


webb. id the qiadifactaring stationery busi- | Of this tremendous amount no less than 199,- 


000,000 pounds, one-fifth of the total, was 
mailed in New York City, a figure which 
almost equals the amount mailed in the States 
of Illinois and Pennsylvania combined. 

Naturally, the same concentration is found 
in the allied trades and processes which en- 
ter into the production of publications. In 
1912, for example, there were almost one 
hundred bookbinding and bookmaking estab- 
lishments in New York, and there were 
ninety-one lithographing, engraving and 
electrotyping plants, exclusive of those allied 
with larger printing establishments. Such 
concentration cannot be found in any other 
section of the country. New York produced 
one-half of the entire value of the lithographic 
product of the United States in 1909. 

During recent years a change has been tak- 
ing place in the location in New York of the 
publishing and printing houses and their de- 
pendencies, which is due to the require- 
ments peculiar to these industries in the mat- 
ter of abundant light and room. 

As a result, two clearly-defined tendencies 
are on foot; one is the beginning of a move- 
ment of the trade into a new section of Man- 


| hattan; the other is a movement toward the 
| outskirts of the great city. 


This latter trend, away from the city’s 
center, is, as a matter of fact, not infrequently 
seen in the drift of a considerable number of 
industries away from the congested centers 
of several of our large cities. In the early 
days many industries were scattered; later 
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because of changing conditions thie: located in | 


the cities ; and, finally, with new factors com- 
ing into play, they are retreating, as it were, 


a. little out of the city’s commotion. In | 
other words, these industries are showing a | 


tendency toward decentralization. 

Publishing, printing and allied trades are 
inevitably city industries. Other lines of 
business have in the past grown up equally 
well in rural or sparsely settled localities; in 
fact, in certain cases the advantages of the 
smaller place may be marked. Publishing, 
printing, lithographing, electrotyping, etc., 
have from the beginning, however, been chiefly 
associated with large cities. Moreover, this 
probably will remain true in the future, and 
there is little danger that the shifting about of 
such industries in New York City will to 
any extent carry them outside the city limits. 

The publishing industry is making this re- 
treat toward the edge of the great city merely 
because the new locality now offers certain 
advantages which can be combined with the 
advantages formerly held. Such, for exam- 
ple, are cheap land and rents, reduced insur- 
ance, abundant light and space, which allows 
room for the lateral expansion of the plant, 
thereby permitting an economical arrange- 
ment of the different processes, etc. 

As a matter of policy these establishments 
cannot move too far from the center of the 
city, because however inviting the new loca- 
tion may be the fundamental advantages which 
are inherent in a New York location must not 
be lost. The outlying sections of New York 
are meeting these requirements of the indus- 
try in a superior way, so that the pre-eminence 
of the city in printing and publishing is as- 
sured for years to come. 

What are the advantages of a New York 
location which permanently attract such a 
large proportion of these industries to that 
city? 

The first advantage is found in the fact 
that a cordial co-operation exists between 
the different establishments in the trade. The 
publishing industry in New York City dates 
back to the end of the sixteenth century. Some 
of its present well-known houses have been 
in operation for almost one hundred years. 
They had led the way in making improve- 
ments in the trade which have been of benefit 
to publishers everywhere. Indeed, certain of 
the older houses have virtually been training 
schools for the industry of the city. Men 
equipped with the knowledge gained through 
such connections have later branched out for 
themselves, and so perpetuated the policies 
of the parent house. 

New York is the home of the writer, the 
illustrator, the artist. It is undeniably true 
that writers of all sorts do to a considerable 
extent live either in or near New York, or at 
least they visit that city much more frequent- 
ly than they visit any other metropolis. A 
recent canvass by a New York paper of the 
dozen or more story-writers whose names are 
to-day familiar to the magazine-reading pub- 
lic of America, reveals the fact that a surpris- 
ingly large proportion of them reside in or 
near New York City. In addition to the fact 
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that the story-writers are here, a plant pub- 
lishing periodicals possesses the advantage of 
nearness to the leaders and to the important 
happenings. in activities of many sorts. 

In this same connection the source of an- 
other supply is important, namely, advertis- 
ing, which now occupies so large a place in 
the publications of to-day. New York, being 
the largest manufacturing and trade center 
in the world, the advertising of its wares is 
much sought. For both newspapers and peri- 
odicals, nearness to these manufacturers and 
dealers who spend so lavishly for advertis- 
ing their products is by no means an un- 
important factor. 

Parallel with the advantage of keeping in 
touch with the sources of supply is the simi- 
lar advantage of keeping in touch with those 
upon whom the marketing of their product 
depends. This applies especially to book pub- 
lishing. Certainly the publisher in New York 
City is most fortunately located from that 
point of view. Bookdealers, as well as book- 
buyers, visit New York in greater numbers 
than any other city, and this has its effect 
upon the readiness with which its publish- 
ers dispose of their books and periodicals. 

A still further advantage of a location in 
New York City is the unparalleled supply of 
labor constantly available there. This pos- 
sibly is among the strongest assets of New 
York. First, there is never a shortage of 
labor, and second, the labor in this city pos- 
sesses superior training and proficiency. 

Such a condition is in part the result of the 
years during which the industry has been cen- 
tered here. Combined with this is the desire 
of these expert workmen who receive high 
wages, and it is held in common with similar 
men in other trades, to be near the attrac- 
tions of the great city. As one workman put 
it, “We can get more for nothing in New 
York than you can buy with a whole week’s 
salary in a small town.” 

The rates of wages paid to workmen in the 
publishing and printing industries in New 
York are slightly higher than those paid else- 
where. This high-grade labor does not read- 
ily leave New York. A publishing house not 
long ago moved to the outskirts of Greater 
New York, taking with it something over 
three hundred operatives. This firm located 
only a few miles from the municipal limits of 
the city. At first eighty per cent of their 
labor supply commuted between their work 
and New York. At present ninety per cent 
of the seven hundred and fifty operatives em- 
ployed are residents of the suburban com- 
munity in which the plant is located. These 
men and their families are within easy dis- 
tance of the great central city. Otherwise, 
so this publisher maintains, he would not 
have been successful in holding them. 


TO MOVE TO BOND 
STREET. 

Two old London institutions are involved 
in the news that the world-famed book auc- 
tion rooms of Messrs. Sotheby, Wilkinson & 
Hodge, in Wellington Street, are to be aban- 


“SOTHEBY’S” 
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doned for new quarters in Bond Street—the 


old familiar rooms of the Doré Gallery, which 
has closed its doors. The actual move will not, 
it is probable, take place till next autumn. 

This is not, of course, the firm’s first re- 
moval. It was at No. 145 Strand that Messrs. 
Leigh and Sotheby founded the business as 
it is known now. But they derived it from 
Samuel Baker, of York Street, Covent Gar- 
den, and, indeed, Baker, Leigh & Sotheby 
was for a period the style of the firm. Mr. 
Baker was described as the father of the 
bookselling fraternity by Dibdin. He died in 
1778 and left his property to his nephew, 
John Sotheby. 

His successor on the rostrum was George 
Leigh, who had a perfect command of his 
hammer and his audience in those great days 
of bibliomania, when men like the Duke of 


Roxburghe, Richard Heber and Dr. Gossett | 


contended by candlelight for treasures which 
now are so costly and so seldom in the mar- 


ket that they nearly always are bidden for by | 


experts acting for unknown collectors. The 
spirit in which these great sales were con- 
ducted is lost, and it is perhaps only to be 
recovered in the pages of Dibdin, who de- 
scribes the contending bidders as Homeric 
heroes whose bids were the strokes of lance 
and falchion. 

George Leigh was a man of scholarship 
and tact, perfectly equipped to fan the flames 
of competition and to allay them at need. His 
snuffbox was famous. Dibdin says that it had 
“a not less imposing air than the remark- 
able periwig of Sir Fopling of old. When 
a high priced book is balancing between £15 
and £20 it is a fearful signal of its reaching 
an additional sum if Mr. Leigh should lay 
down his hammer and delve into this said 
crumpled, horn shaped snuffbox.” 

It is hardly possible to trace the ever- 
growing association of the firm with the 
greatest bibliophiles and collections. Its

marked catalogues are of the greatest value, | 


and the entire series has been deposited in 
the British Museum. It is here that Messrs. 
Sotheby have won their greatest position in 
the world’s book market. As an example of 
their carefulness it may be recalled that a 
few years ago in offering a first edition of 
Walton and Cotton’s “Compleat Angler” they 
noted in the catalogue that, while the copy 
was perfect, sound and clean, yet, “to be 
strictly accurate, we must mention that half 
a comma on the last leaf of the Walton has 
been cut away in the binding.” 

As to the Doré Gallery into which “Sothe- 
by’s” will move, one remembers when in Non- 
conformist families in the provinces the Doré 
Gallery ranked among the leading sights of 
London. It was considered to be more im- 
portant to see Doré’s vast painting, “Christ 
Leaving the Praetorium,” than all the mas- 
terpieces of the National Gallery. Women 
entered the heavily curtained room as if it 
were a chapel.

STEVENS BILL REINTRODUCED. 


Tue so-called Stevens Standard Price Bill 
to legalize fixed prices, in whose success the 
book-trade is so vitally interested, has been 
reintroduced into the House of Representa- 
tives by Congressman William A. Ayres, with- 
out change. 

Former Representative Raymond B. Ste- 
vens, of New Hampshire, who introduced the 
measure in the last Congress, is now one 
of the counsel to the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, but the country-wide discussion of this 
legislation has so thoroughly identified it 
with the name of “Stevens” that it will prob- 
ably continue to go so designated. The so- 
called Harrison Narcotic Bill is known 
by that title in the Treasury Depart- 
ment records and rulings, although Repre- 
sentative Harrison, of New York, became 
Governor of the Philippine Islands nearly two 
years before the bill became a law. 

At the opening of Congress more than 165 
members of the House and approximately a 
like proportion of the Senate had pledged 
their support to the bill which Representative 
Avres has reintroduced. The American Book- 
sellers’ Association has already given formal 
endorsement to the measure,

BRITISH COPYRIGHT IN CANADA. 
_ Tue following opinion on one phase of the 
involved question of Canadian copyright, 
prepared for the Publishers’ Association of 
Great Britain and Ireland, by Mr. E. J. Mac- 
Gillivray, the English copyright authority, 
will be of interest to the American trade: 
_“The question is whether under the Copy- 
right law as it stands at present first or 
simultaneous publication in Canada of a 
work of American origin is sufficient to con- 
fer copyright in England. 

The answer is in the negative. 

It is clear that copyright in England can 
subsist only under the provisions of the 
Copyright Act, rort. 

Section I (i) provides that the test of 
copyright in the case of a published work is 
first publication within such parts of His 
Majesty’s dominions to which the Act ex- 
tends and that copyright shall subsist in no 
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other works except so far as protection is | 


extended by Order in Council. 

Section 35 (iii) provides that a work shall 
be deemed to be first published within such 
parts of His Majesty’s dominions notwith- 
standing simultaneous publication elsewhere, 
and a work is to be deemed to be published 
simultaneously in two places if published 
within 14 days. 

The Copyright Act, 1911, does not extend 
to Canada. No notice has been given under 
Section 25 (ii) authorising the Dominion to 
be treated as if it were a dominion to which

the Act extends and no Order in Council | 
has been made under Section 26 (iii) extend- | 
ing the protection of the Copyright Act to 


works first published in Canada. Section 26 
(iii) specifically enacts that, save as provid- 
ed by such an Order, works the authors 
whereof were resident in a dominion to which 
the Act does not extend shall not, whether 
they are British subjects or not, be entitled 
to any protection except such protection as is 
conferred on works first published within the 
parts of His Majesty’s dominions to which 
the Act extends. 

It follows that under the Copyright Act, 
1911—(1) the work of an American author 
does not obtain protection by simultaneous 
publication in Canada; (2) the work of a 
Canadian author does not obtain protection 
by first publication in Canada. 

The question remains whether under the 
Copyright Act, 1842, which is still in force 
in Canada, publication in Canada is suffi- 
cient to confer copyright in England. 

The Act of 1842 is repealed by Section 36 
of the Copyright Act, 1911, ‘provided that 


this repeal shall not take effect in any part of | 


His Majesty’s dominions until this Act comes 
into operation in that part, and subject to 
the proviso in Section 26 (ii) that ‘in any 
self-governing dominion to which this Act 
does not extend the enactments repealed by 
this Act shall so far as they are operative in 
that dominion continue in force until re- 
pealed by the Legislature of that dominion. 
The question is whether books first pub- 
lished in Canada can claim protection 
throughout the British dominions on the 
ground that the Copyright Act, 1842, and the 
International Copyright Act, 1886, still apply 
to such books to the extent of affording them 
protection not only in Canada but through- 
out the whole Empire—in other words 
whether books first published in Canada are 
entitled to the same protection as they were 
entitled to before the Copyright Act, 1911, 
was passed. In my opinion, the protection 
which such works can claim under the old 
Copyright Acts is limited to protection in 
Canada, and I think this is so whether the 
author be an American or Canadian. ; 
My answer therefore is that it is not right 
to assume that in the case of an original 
Canadian book publication in Canada under 
the Act of 1842 is sufficient to protect the 
work throughout the British Empire and a 
fortiori that publication in Canada will not 
so protect either American or English books. 
If protection in England and the rest of the 





Empire is desired there must be first or simul- 
taneous publication in England or some other 
part of the British dominions to which the 
copyright Act, 1911, extends and this applies 
equally to Canadian, American and English 
books.”

Tue oldest organization, serious or social, 
in the American book trade, the Brotherhood 
of Commercial Travellers, gathered for its 
thirty-first annual banquet at the Waldorf- 
Astoria, New York, on Wednesday evening, 
December 29th, to celebrate its time-honored 
“One-Happy-Night.” 

In its youthful years, when the propa- 
gandists propagated, and visionaries sought 
for an organization that would be all in- 
clusive, embracing everybody in the book 
trade and in allied lines who could raise the 
price for the big feast, the Brotherhood 
banquets were “great events” in point of at- 
tendance, but they were often unwieldy in 
rhythmic good fellowship and sometimes re- 
sulted in less enjoyment than the spirit of 
such social occasions demands. 

As time sped on the Brotherhood gradually 
evolved into a select loyal band of congenial 
spirits, meeting once a year to revel in a big 
evening; the time chosen always being be- 
tween Christmas and New Year’s day.

ITALIAN LITERATURE AS AFFECTED 
BY THE WAR. 


A telegram published in the papers says 
that Gabriele d’Annunzio, after having taken 
part in several aerial raids, during which 
the enemy’s camp was bombarded, is now 
ill at Venice because of excessive fatigue, 
says Michele Ricciardi in a letter to The 


Nation. A great orator, who is one of our 
most eminent men of letters, the Deputy 
Fradelletto, of Venice, he continued, is 


lecturing in all the larger cities of Italy 
on the subject of the causes and aims of our 
war; the writers of philosophy and of crit- 
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icism, in their reviews and in the course of 
their daily life, are fain to pronounce judg- 
ments and carry on polemics—for instance, 
Benedetto Croce. 

Certain novelists and story-writers have be- 
come chroniclers of the war for the great 
newspapers, The publishing firm of Treves, 
the most important of its kind for literary 
productions, is now entirely taken up with 
publications of works of historical, military, 
and journalistic propaganda about the war. 
it has published lately, among other less 
works, the discourse pronounced by Gabriele 
d’Annunzio in favor of Italy’s intervention, 
and two volumes for Luigi Barzini, who is 
the strongest and most gifted chronicler and 
reporter of the war among .our colleagues. 


There is no place at present for the other | 


authors habitually preferred by the house of 
Treves. 

The poets are in most part silent, the older 
as well as the younger. Here and there the 
poets of the people improvise patriotic hymns, 
but these are dispersed in air, and do not 
reach print. Notwithstanding the fact that 
the war against Austria has its roots deeply 
planted in the soul of Italy, it has not as yet 
found its great poet. 

Some writers of comedy announce new 
works, but it will be difficult for them to find 
dramatic companies to act them. A few have 
succeeded lately, in Rome, in getting their 
last works acted, but they have found an in- 
different public and severe critics. 

In short, the scant literary production that 
exists is almost exclusively journalistic, and 
limited to chronicles of the war. The rest 
is almost all silence. The same may be said 
of painting and sculpture, and apparently 
also of music. 


COPYRIGHT NOTES. 
ARE LETTERS FROM THE FRONT COPY- 
RIGHTABLE WORKS? 

Le Droit D’Auteur discusses interestingly 
the question as to whether letters sent from 
the trenches are literary works capable of 
being copyrighted. “The question rests for 
its solution,” says Le Droit D’Auteur, “on 
the distinction that as long as the letter only 
contains a narration of simple facts, even in- 
cluding observations and heightened by a re- 
counting of the impressions which these facts 
make on ‘soldiers and those officially attached 
to the armies’—as the terms of the Conven- 
tion of Geneva in 1906 put it—this letter, even 
when published, is merely information, news, 
a statement of facts, and may accordingly be 
freely reprinted, regardless of the interest of 
the events which it describes. On the other 
hand, if the author of the letter set out to 
enquire into the causes of the events, to draw 
therefrom a lesson or to analyze the philoso- 
phy back of these events, and if, having the 
leisure, he made an actual narrative infused 
with imagination and possessed of literary 
style, in short, if he wrote an article pos- 
sessed of original and artistic quality, once 
published this letter is protected from un- 
authorized reproduction by article 9 of the 
revised Convention of Berne or by our own 
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similar domestic legislation. If the letter 
bear all the ear-marks of an article, it is 
only open to general reproduction in the 
press provided it fails to bear a prohibitory 
notice; if a series of letters constitute une 
oeuvre they are ipso facto protected. This 
would be the case, as someone has pointed 
out, with lettres written peacefully in one’s 
home and invented out of whole cloth. This 
is one of those instances in which law and 
ethics collide.”
